The  University 

On  February  28  some  4,000  graduates 
and  former  students  of  the  University  of 
Utah  celebrated  the  centennial  anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  this  oldest  university  west 
of  the  Missouri. 

Like  the  area  whose  educational  standards 
it  sets,  the  University  is  the  pioneer  among 
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western  schools.  And  not  only  in  its  fonnding 
is  the  institution  a  "first."  ...  Its  high  stand- 
ards of  instruction  and  research  give  it  a 
lofty  place  among  the  leading  schools  of  the 
nation.  Largely  due  to  the  standards  of  the 
University,  Utah  ranks  number  one  in  edu- 
cation among  all  of  the  states  in  the  Union. 

The  University  traces  its  history  back  to 
less  than  two  years  after  the  arrival  of  the 
Mormon  pioneers  into  the  Salt  Lake  Valley. 

On  February  28,  1850,  an  act  of  the  Pro- 
visional Government  of  the  State  of  Deseret 
incorporated  the  Uni\ersity  of  Deseret  as  an 
institution  of  higher  learning.  This  was  the 
first  step  in  the  realization  of  the  dreams  of 
Brigham  Young  and  his  people.  A  year  later 
the  legislature  of  the  newly-formed  Terri- 
tory of  Utah  ratified  the  incorporation  act 
and  sanctioned  tlie  classwork  which  had 
been  underway  since  the  previous  Novem- 
ber. 

At  the  time  of  the  school's  founding,  Brig- 
ham  Young  staked  off  a  proposed  campus 
area  east  of  what  is  now  University  Street. 
His  plan  was  to  extend  University'  property 
east  to  the  mountains,  allowing  a  large  area 
for  potential  growth.  The  leader's  plans  for 
this  land  were  destined  for  interruption, 
however,  by  the  coming  of  Col.  Sidney  A. 
Johnston's  militarv  force  in  1857  and  the 
subsequent  founding  in  1862  of  Ft.  Douglas 
by  Col.  Patrick  E.  Connor. 

Meanwhile,  however,  the  press  of  outside 
activities  claimed  most  of  the  settlers'  time 
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and  forced  the  suspension  of  classwork  in 
1852. 

Without  letting  their  dream  fade,  the 
chancelloi-  and  members  of  the  board  of 
regents  elected  by  the  legislature  held  regu- 
lar meetings  during  this  period  of  inactivity 
until  in  November,  1867,  they  reopened  tlie 
University,  reorganizing  it  in  1869  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  John  R.  Park,  the  uni- 
versity's first  president. 

During  this  period  of  transition,  several 
buildings  were  utilized  by  the  embryo 
school.  In  1850  classes  were  held  in  a  one- 
room  log  cabin  in  the  central  part  of  the 
city.  From  re-establishmcnt  in  1867  until 
1876,  class  sessions  were  held  in  the  Coun- 
cil House,  a  pioneer  building  which  stood 
on  the  southwest  corner  of  Main  and  South 
Temple  Streets. 

For  the  next  decade,  the  University  met  in 
the  old  Union  Academy  at  First  North  and 
Second  West  streets.  Then  in  1880  the  City 
of  Salt  Lake  gave  a  ten-acre  block  of  land  to 
the  University  which  was  used  until  1901 
when  the  first  buildings  on  the  present  cam- 
pus site  were  completed,  the  former  area 
being  converted  to  the  old  Salt  Lake  High 
School,  now  West  High. 

While  the  physical  plant  was  changing 
sites,  other  improvements  and  additions  in 
course  of  study  and  administration  also  were 
effected.  In  1884  legislative  approval  em- 
powered the  University  of  Deseret  to  grant 
degrees.  Eight  years  later,  in  1892,  the  name

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of  the  institution  was  changed  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah. 

The  transfer  of  the  Uni\  ersity  to  its  pres- 
ent site  actually  had  begun  in  1892  when  the 
federal  government  gave  an  initial  60-acre 
tract  of  land  as  a  nucleus,  later  adding  32  ad- 
joining acres.  Not  until  1899,  however,  did 
the  Legislature  authorize  the  University's 
move  to  the  site  originally  laid  out  by  Brig- 
ham  Young.  In  1934  Congress  awarded  an 
additional  61  acres,  bringing  the  campus  size 
to  153  acres,  but  in  1939  the  Bureau  of 
Mines  area  was  mortised  out,  reducing  the 
size  to  148  acres. 

With  the  pinch  of  an  e\er-expanding  stu-  • 
dent  body  becoming  acute  following  World 
War  II,  the  Universits'  administration  sought 
additional  area.  In  the  spring  of  1947  a 
large  section  of  Ft.  Douglas  was  declared 
surplus  and  on  October  30,  1948,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Utah  received  298.6  acres  from 
the  government,  more  than  doubling  the 
campus  area  and  extending  the  boundary  as 
Brigham  Young  had  intended,  from  Univer- 
sity Street  to  the  foothills  of  the  Wasatch 
Mountains.

has  been  more  tlian  matched  by  its  growth 
in  instruction  and  research  methods. 

The  high  caliber  of  its  graduates  has  long 
been  recognized  bv  the  leaders  of  industiy 
and  if  there  is  truth  in  the  oft-repeated  state- 
ment that  there  are  more  persons  of  national 
prominence  from  Utah  than  from  any  other 
state,  then  the  honor  naturally  falls  largely  to 
the  state's  University. 

Many  events  are  being  planned  in  celebra- 
tion of  the  founding  of  this  pioneer  institu- 
tion and  in  paying  homage  to  the  high-char- 
actered leaders  who  through  the  years  have 
succeeded  in  keeping  the  school  a  "first" 
in  education.

A  New  Compass 
For  Educators

Tlie  sage  dean  of  Columbia  College 
urges  iinhigoted  planners  of  our 
currioula  and  of  fraternity  policy 
to    he    mindful    of    their    destination. 


A^^ERICA  badly  needs  an  educational  pro- 
gram that  will  be  liberating  in  tlie 
sense  that  it  is  vital  and  dynamic  and  really 
meets  the  educational  needs  of  a  society  in  a 
rapid!)'  changing  world.  Our  educators  must 
be  qualified  to  teach  men  how  to  free  them- 
selxes  from  ignorance,  superstition,  fear, 
prejudice,  unnecessary  physical  handicaps, 
and  the  need  to  use  force  in  the  solution  of 
human  problems. 

The  democratic  way  of  life  with  its 
emphasis  on  freedom  will  not  function- 
much  less  sur\'i\e— if  we  do  not  disco\"er  and 
correct  its  shortcomings.  Our  collegians 
must  be  trained  to  wrestle  with  social,  eco- 
nomic, and  political  problems.  They  should 
not  a\oid  contro\ersial  issues  merely  be- 
cause they  are  controversial.  The  teacher 
\\ho  advises  such  a\oidance  is  not  worth  his 
salt. 

Contro\ersy  within  limits  is  health\'.  Com- 
plete unanimity  over  any  considerable 
period  of  time  means  stagnation.  A  democ- 
racy flourishes  on  differences  of  interest  and 
opinion  over  many  things  for  many  reasons. 
The  college  campus  should  be  a  training 
ground  for  teaching  men  and  women  how  to 
subdue  contro\ersv  to  enlightened  action. 

We  want  an  integrated  svstem  of  educa- 
tion focused  in  the  direction  of  the  kind  of 
world  we  stri\e  for:  a  democratic  world 
where  every  person  participates  in  the  af- 
fairs of  his  community— local,  state,  national, 
and  international— and  has  a  deep  sense  of

responsibility  for  what  goes  on  therein.  In 
other  words,  every  person  regardless  of  se.x, 
racial  extraction,  economic  status,  or  geo- 
graphical location  should  ha\e  a  broad  and 
balanced  education. 

The  time  is  overdue  when  we  should  gi\e 
a  great  deal  more  weight  to  other  qualities 
than  mere  achievement  in  a  formal  program 
of  studies. 

I  do  not  beheve  that  acquaintanceship 
with  that  heritage  gained  by  reading  and 
discussing  the  great  books,  important  though 
they  may  be,  alone  can  give  either  the  data 
or  the  insight  for  resolving  the  social  prob- 
lems of  the  world  of  today  and  tomorrow.  If 
we  would  understand  a  complex  world  and 
gain  mastery  o\'er  it,  we  will  not  be  content 
with  a  dressed-up  scholasticism,  c\en 
though  it  makes  for  flexibility  of  mind.  We 
will  insist  upon  a  balanced  curriculum  built 
around  the  natural  sciences,  the  social 
sciences,  and  the  humanities  of  which  the 
great  books  are  only  a  part. 

In  a  world  where  our  lives  from  the 
kitchen  to  the  battle  Hne  are  shaped  by  the 
influence  of  machinery  we  need  to  de\ise 
new  courses  so  that  the  educated  man  and 
woman  will  no  longer  feel  at  sea  in  the 
stream  of  scientific  thought  nor  baffled  in 
the  face  of  scientific  problems  and  solutions. 
Emphasis  should  be  placed  on  what  liap-

pens  to  scientific  idiscoveries  when  they  are 
practically  put  to  work. 

Instead  of  stepping  up  classroom  work  by 
means  of  accelerated  programs,  cannot  our 
colleges  and  professional  schools  insist  that 
every  student  devote  a  portion  of  his  aca- 
demic year  to  a  job  in  which  he  has  apti- 
tude and  is  interested,  whether  it  be  on  a 
farm,  in  a  factory  or  office,  in  a  museum  or 
with  a  social  agency  or  a  labor  union?  Such 
activity  will  help  him  orient  his  thinking.  A 
liaison  between  occupational  institutions  and 
institutions  of  learning  has  enormous  educa- 
tional possibilities. 

Instruction  at  the  college  and  professional 
school  level  in  this  country  leaves  much  to 
be  desired.  Our  staffs  contain  too  many  per- 
sons who  because  of  personality  and  train- 
ing are  misfits.  Mediocrity  or  worse  cannot 
produce  good  educational  results. 

General  Eisenhower  recently  told  an 
audience  that  nothing  is  so  urgently  needed 
in  this  countiy,  to  say  nothing  of  the  rest  of 
the  world,  as  a  return  to  sound  ethical  stand- 
ards and  the  basic  doctrines  expressed  in  the 
Sermon  on  the  Mount.  Acquisition  of  money 
and  personal  material  security  are  important 
but  at  all  times  they  are  less  important  than 
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reputation  for  being  an  upright,  responsible 
citizen  and  a  good  neighbor. 

We  need  social  engineering.  The  task  of 
keeping  and  bringing  a  culture  up  to  date  is 
gigantic,  but  unless  man  has  the  wisdom  and 
courage  to  undertake  it,  he  cannot  be  the 
master  of  his  destiny. 

We  want  a  world  that  will  be  free  from 
hysterical  and  irrational  nationalism,  war 
and  its  techniques,  and  the  fear  of  war. 
"Our  enemies,"  says  Dr.  Raymond  B.  Fos- 
dick,  "are  not  Alaric  and  his  Goths  pouring 
over  the  frontiers  of  the  North.  The  enemies 
that  threaten  us  are  our  own  creation;  they 
are  the  techniques  which  we  ha\e  ourselves 
perfected  and  which  we  have  allowed  to  be 
perverted  to  unworthy  ends." 

Tomonow  our  world  will  be  more  than 
ever  concerned  with  human  equahty  in  • 
terms  of  the  elimination  of  racial  and  re- 
ligious prejudice  and  bigotry.  The  day  of  the 
white  man's  supremacy  is  over.  Throughout 
the  ages  the  brotherhood  of  man  has  been 
stressed  by  every  great  spiritual  leader  and 
spokesman.  We  all  remember  St.  Paul's  as- 
sertion: "He  hath  made  of  one  blood  all 
nations  of  men  for  to  dwell  on  all  the  face 
of  the  earth." 

The  Nordic  theory  is  entirely  mythical;  it 
rests  upon  no  scientific  basis.  Race  is  not  the 
essence  of  nationality-,  as  some  would  ha\e 
us  believe.  In  the  last  analysis  the  so-called 
racial  minority'  problems  is  fundamentally 
linguistic  or  cultural.  In  the  case  of  the 
American  Negro  it  is  largely  one  of  pigmen- 
tation coupled  with  the  white  man's  failure 
(because  of  lack  of  knowledge,  prejudice, 
job  rivalry,  and  discrimination)  to  help  the 
Negro  improve  his  living  conditions. 

Nor  do  I  believe  we  can  ha\'e  world  peace 
as  long  as  we  have  the  living  standards  of 
three-quarters  of  the  people  of  the  world 
marginal  or  submarginal,  using  an  American 
yardstick.  As  long  as  the  people  in  one  part 
of  the  world  are  aware  that  the  people  in 
other  parts  of  the  world  are  better  off  in 
terms  of  food,  clothing,  and  shelter,  not  to 
mention  other  material  and  non-material 
things,  there  is  bound  to  be  unrest  and  an 
atmosphere  of  international  tension. 

Man's  conquest  over  the  world  of  physical 
nature  means  that  with  the  proper  distribu- 
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tion  of  goods  and  services  we  will  be  able 
to  improve  our  standard  of  li\ing  and  also 
have  more  Icisme  for  living. 

Part  of  the  leisure  time  may  well  be  de- 
voted to  hobbies,  to  travel,  to  the  discoverv 
of  one's  talents.  Many  of  us  accept  the 
world  as  we  find  it  and  are  therefore  im- 
aware  of  oin-  latent  possibilities  of  a  fuller 
life.  Whatever  may  be  one's  place  in  the 
social-economic  ladder  of  life,  he  should 
remember  that  he  has  no  moral  right  to  be 
a  parasite  upon  someone  else— to  be  a 
leaner— whether  upon  the  go\ernment  or 
otherwise.  Once  a  person  becomes  a  leaner 
or  tries  to  get  something  for  nothing  he  has 
ahead)'  weakened  his  moral  fiber. 

Adults  constitute  an  important  and  con- 
trolling part  of  our  citizenry,  and  education 
*or  citizenry  must  never  end.  In  an  ever- 
changing  world  new  issues  arise.  Youth  can- 
lot  make  best  use  of  its  talents  in  an  en- 
\  ironment  where  the  adult  portion  of  the 
population  is  illiterate  and  ignorant. 

The  future  ma)-  see  our  schools  and  col- 
leges as  communitv  centers  to  which  adults 
will  come— some  to  listen  to  or  participate  in 
panel  discussions,  some  to  attend  forums, 
some  to  improve  an  old  skill  or  to  learn  a 
new  one,  others  to  join  a  reading  group,  still 
others  to  receive  instruction  in  home  hy- 
giene, home  nursing,  and  first  aid;  some  will 
come  to  take  courses  in  business  manage- 
ment and  labor  leadership;  some  will  come 
for  recreation;  all  will  seek  counsel  and 
guidance. 

The  really  educated  person  should  know 
as  much  as  possible  about  the  development 
of  modern  man  and  his  institutions.  He 
should  know  why  and  how  representative 
democracy  was  developed,  under  what 
handicaps  it  has  labored,  what  theories  have 
been  held  concerning  it,  what  obstacles 
must  be  overcome  that  it  may  continue  to 
fimction. 

How  can  we  comprehend  the  attitude  of 
Winston  Churchill  and  his  folloxvers  if  we 
know  httle  or  nothing  of  the  British  Em- 
pire? The  opportimism  of  present-day  organ- 
ized labor  in  American  becomes  more  in- 
telligible if  we  know  the  history  of  labor  in 
this  countrv  during  the  last  quarter  of  the 
nineteenth  centurv.  General  Franco  cannot 


be  understood  unless  one  knows  what  trans- 
pired in  Spain  prior  to  1900.  The  gre;»t  cur- 
rents of  democracy,  nationalism,  imperial- 
ism, capitalism,  socialism,  and  industrializa- 
tion must  become  alive  as  realities  in  the 
mind  of  the  collegian. 

The  need  is  no  less  apparent  for  philoso- 
phy, literature,  music,  and  the  arts.  They 
provide  an  anchorage  in  adversitv.  To  know 
how  strong,  courageous,  and  exacting  the 
human  spirit  can  be  is  to  possess  a  truly 
fortifying  knowledge.  One  person  may  get 
this  knowledge  from  Greek  architecture, 
another  from  Shakespeare,  yet  another  from 
Mozart,  and  still  another  from  an  Emerson 
or  a  Walt  Whitman.  This  very  diversity  of 
human  fineness  is  in  itself  a  thing  of  the 
greatest  educational  importance.  Indeed,  it 
is  the  fundamental  assumption  upon  which 
democracy  is  built— the  perception  that  the 
human  spirit  can  take  innumerable  good 
forms.  Nothing  can  teach  this  better  than 
the  arts. 

Every  college  curriculum  should,  in  mv 
opinion,  make  provision  for  the  study  of 
Russia,  of  the  Orient,  and  of  personal  rela 
tionships  in  modern  society.  Whether  we  like 
it  or  not  Russia  will  play  an  important  role 
in  the  years  to  come  and  it  is  of  paramoimt 
importance  that  we  understand  its  culture, 
its  government,  its  economic  structure,  the 
character  and  desires  of  its  myriad  peoples. 

Only  through  the  study  of  personal  rela- 
tionships in  modern  society  can  we  restore 
faith  between  man  and  man.  We  no  longer 
tiust  each  other's  word.  All  too  frequently 
we  are  oversuspicious  and  fearful.  Ps)'cholo- 
gist,  psychiatrist,  sociologist,  and  anthropolo- 
gist need  to  pool  their  talents  in  an  cfl^ort  to 
restore  faith  of  one  man  in  another  and  to 
build  an  atmosphere  of  confidence. 

I  do  not  outline  the  pattern  of  a  never-to- 
be  realized  Utopia;  it  is  within  the  realm  of 
possibility  and,  in  terms  of  human  needs,  is 
certainly  the  kind  of  world  we  want.

Mv  BOOK,  Does  It  Always  Rain  Here, 
Mr.  Hoyt?  which  Rinehart  is  to  bring 
out  on  May  25,  is  about  the  building  of  an 
adult  vacation  camp  on  Lake  Champlain 
called  Owl's  Head  Harbor,  and  the  subse- 
((uent  12  years  of  its  operation,  ^h■s.  Hoyt 
and  I  built  it,  and  each  year  r\e  taken  four 
months'  vacation  from  writing,  to  help  her 
run  it.

"Does  it  always  rain  here,  Mr.  Hoyt?"  Over 
and  o\er.

I'm  president  of  the  alumni  of  \'ermont 
Beta,  and  have  just  finished  a  term  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Middlebury  College  Alimini. 

I'm  afraid  that,  if  you've  read  this  far, 
you're  a  little  worried  for  fear  I've  written 
a  book  for  you,  too.  Thanks  for  bearing  with 
me.

New  Grid  Coach 
for  the  Hawkeyes

Sig  Ep  Leonard  IJaflfensherger,  '27, 
member  of  Iowa  teams  of  a  quarter 
century  ago,  assumes  his  place  as 
University's    head    footI)all    eoaeh. 

THE  State  University  of  Iowa  announced 
the  appointment  of  Leonard  Raftens- 
berger,  Iowa  Gamma,  '27,  as  the  new  head 
football  coach  on  February  14.  An  alumnus 
of  Iowa  Gamma  chapter  and  a  letter  win- 
ner in  football  and  basketball  for  his  alma 
mater  23  years  ago,  Raflensperger  succeeds 
Dr.  Eddie  Anderson  who  resigned  in  Janu- 
ary. 

This  was  announced  by  President  N'irgil 


Rancher  following  approval  of  the  Iowa 
State  Board  of  Education.  Brother  Raffens- 
berger  formerly  held  the  position  of  fresh- 
man football  coach  and  counselor  for  ath- 
letes. Recently  he  consented  to  serve  as 
Iowa  Gamma's  faculty  and  alumni  adviser. 
We  were  elated  to  secure  him  for  this  posi- 
tion at  that  time.  Today  we  are  proud  to 
claim  him  as  one  of  our  own  and  feel  sure 
that  Sig  Eps,  coast  to  coast,  will  share  in 
this  feeling. 

The  new  coach,  who  is  46,  a  native  of 
Victor,  Iowa,  played  guard  and  tackle  on 
Hawkeye  football  squads  of  1924  and  1925 
and  was  center  on  the  basketball  team  of 
1924-25.  He  received  a  bachelor  of  science 
in  commerce  in  1927  and  a  master  of  arts 
in  education  from  the  university  in  1942. 

Raffensberger  was  athletic  director,  head 
football  coach  and  vice-principal  at  East 
Waterloo  High  School,  Waterloo,  Iowa, 
when  he  resigned  to  become  freshman  foot- 
l)all  coach  and  counselor  to  athletes  at  the 
university  in  1948. 

Before  coaching  at  East  Waterloo,  he 
served  in  a  similar  capacity  at  Reinbeck, 
Iowa.  The  all-time  record  of  his  teams  is 
110  victories,  48  defeats,  and  14  ties.  He 
had  two  unbeaten  teams  and  five  with  onlv 
one  loss.  In  addition  to  his  two  seasons  here 
at  Iowa,  he  has  coached  for  21  years— amass- 
ing an  enviable  record. 

It  has  been  said  that  Raffensberger  at 
East  Waterloo  developed  the  "T"  forma- 
tion earlier  and  more  completely  than  any 
other  high  school  in  Iowa.  He  started  using 
it  on  a  part-time  basis  in  1934.  Beginning  in 
1940,  he  used  it  as  the  regular  offense  and 
his  teams  failed  to  score  in  onlv  t^\'o  of  63 
games. 

The  new  coach  is  married  to  the  former 
Leone  Wiggins,  also  an  Iowa  graduate.  The 
couple  have  sons  of  20,  13,  and  9  years  and 
a  daughter  17  years  old.  They  reside  in 
Iowa  City  and  are  frequent  visitors  to  the 
chapter  house. 

"We  picked  the  man  we  think  will  do  the 
best  job  for  Iowa,"  Paul  Brechler,  director 
of  athletics,  stated  in  a  formal  press  release. 
"Raff  is  a  native  of  Iowa,  an  Iowa  letterman, 
a  graduate  with  two  degrees,  a  very  success- 
ful high  school  and  freshman  coach  and  a 
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gentleman  of  the  highest  type,"  Breclilcr  de- 
clared. "Rafi  knows  the  state,  he  knows  us, 
and  he  knows  the  people  of  Iowa." 

President  Hancher  also  commented  fol- 
lowing the  announcement  of  the  appoint- 
ment; "I've  been  completely  informed  con- 
cerning the  search  for  the  new  head  coach," 
he  e.\plained,  "and  I  know  that  Mr.  Raffens- 
herger's  qualities  have  been  carefully  com- 
pared with  some  of  the  best  coaching  talent 
in  the  nation.  I  know  that  the  choice  was  a 
difficult  one.  It  is  gratifying  to  me  to  know 
that  we  could  find  such  a  man  on  our  own 
staff.    It  speaks  well  for  our  university." 

The  January,  1950,  issue  of  the  Gamma 
Hawk,  chapter  newspaper,  announced  the 
appointment  of  Brother  Raffensberger  as 
faculty'  and  alumni  adviser  of  the  chapter. 
His  new  position  of  leadership  should  have 
a  fine  morale-building  effect  on  the  chapter 
at  Iowa. 

The  fact  that  a  Sig  Ep  is  football  coach 
should  also  result  in  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  alumni  who  return  to  Iowa  City  for 
Homecoming.  This  campus  goes  all  out  to 
make  its  Homecomings  outstanding.  In  the 
1949  Homecoming  game,  the  Hawkeves  de- 
feated Indiana  35-9. 

Another  Iowa  Name  in  Football 

As  Brother  RaflFensberger's  appointment 
was  announced,  word  came  from  Dick 
Hoerner,  onetime  Hawkeve  football  star, 
who  left  the  Uni\ersity  following  the  1946 
season  to  play  professional  football  with  the 
Los  Angeles  Rams. 

During  the  1948  season  he  was  the 
league's  leading  ground  gainer  with  a  3.5- 
yard  a\erage  carrying  the  ball,  and  he  main- 
tained the  same  average  for  most  of  the 
1949  season.  He  was  married  in  March, 
1949,  and  lives  in  Crenshaw  \'illage,  a 
suburb  of  Los  Angeles. 

His  plans  are  to  complete  college  work 
for  his  degree  during  summer  sessions  and, 
after  a  few  more  years  of  acti\e  playing,  fol- 
low in  the  footsteps  of  Leonard  Raffens- 
berger by  seeking  a  coaching  job.

Chuck  became  a  Field  Secretary  in  Septem- 
ber, 1949,  and  was  only  23  years  old  at  his 
death. 

At  Florida,  Chuck  was  pledge  president,  and 
mo\ed  quickK-  up  through  the  offices  to  the 
presidency.  .At  Stet.son,  he  reorganized  the  dor- 
mant Chi  Mu  local  which  was  installed  as 
Florida  Beta. 

He  was  a  leader  of  this  chapter  from  the 
beginning,  its  first  president,  and  represented 
it  as  official  delegate  to  the  Chicago  Conclave. 

Charles  Pafford  was  bom  at  Orlando,  Florida, 
(m  July  6,  1927.  He  attended  Mainland  High 
School  at  Da\tona  Beich  .-'nd  while  there  was  a 
member  of  the  track  and  football  teams,  glee 
club,  school  paper,  and  yearbook.  He  became 
University  handball  champion  and  served  as 
a  college  cheerleader.

Watch  Out  For 
Bad  Publicity

Keep  your  Fraternily's  name  ami  your 
individual  chapter's  name  completely 
free  from  any  association  with  un- 
pleasant or  unfavorahle  activities. 

THERE  isn't  anything  mysterious  about 
public  relations.  It  is  only  that  advertis- 
ing and  publicity  people  who  make  their 
living  out  of  it  try  to  make  it  seem  mys- 
terious and  thereby  charge  fancy  fees  for  it. 
But  public  relations  is  simply  common  sense. 
A\'oidance  of  bad  publicity  is  the  first  of 
the  two  principal  tenets  of  good  chapter  and 
fraternit)'  public  relations.  That,  it  seems  to 
me,  is  the  basic  tenet— avoidance  of  bad 
publicitv— because    anything    that    can    be 


done  on  the  second  phase  is  entirely  de- 
pendent on  this  first  foundation,  and  that  is, 
while  it  is  a  negative  principle,  it  is  essen- 
tial that  we  keep  our  Fraternity's  name  and 
our  individual  chapter's  name  completely 
free  from  any  association  with  unpleasant 
or  unfavorable  activities  or  events  at  our 
school  or  state-supported  institution. 

Secondly,  of  course,  is  the  acquisition  of 
good  publicity. 

But  no  news  is  good  news  in  itself.  If  you 
can't  establish  an  aggressive  public  relations 
program,  at  least  go  so  far  as  to  see  that  }  ou 
don't  get  any  bad  publicity.  So,  in  all  your 
public  relations  activities,  be  guided  bv  this 
general  principle,  that,  first  of  all,  it  shall  do 
credit;  in  other  words,  anything  that  you 
attempt  in  the  way  of  public  relations  shall 
do  credit  to  the  fraternity  system  in  general. 
And,  secondly,  that  vou  can  be  absolutely 
sure  that  there  will  be  no  slip-ups  in  the  way 
it  goes  to  the  press  and  is  presented  by  the 
press  or  radio  or  other  public  medium,  so 
that  it  shall  reflect  favorably  upon  the  name 
of  the  Fraternity. 

And,  third,  that  it  shall  reflect  credit  upon 
your  individual  chapter. 

I  read  just  recently  a  very  good  article  on 
the  subject  of  fraternity  publicity,  in  which 
the  writer,  a  New  York  publicity  man,  cited 
a  number  of  "horrible  examples." 

We  must  bear  in  mind  that  the  great  ma- 
jority of  the  public  has  not  had  any  associa- 
tion with  or  indoctrination  in  college  activi- 
ties. Some  of  them,  therefore,  in  fact,  quite 
a  large  percentage  of  the  general  public,  un- 
consciously, perhaps,  has  a  natural  hostility 
toward  those  who  are  fortunate  enough  to 
enjoy  the  priyileges  of  attending  college, 
and  perhaps  e\'en  more  intensely  toward 
those  who  belong  to  fraternities,  on  the  as- 
sumption that  fraternities  are  a  rather  snooty 
and  self-aggrandizing  sort  of  people.  It  is 
this  sense  of  snobbishness  on  the  part  of 
fraternit)'  and  sorority  people  that  is  as- 
sumed bv  the  general  public  that  probably 
accounts  for  the  fact  that  the  general  press 
will  frequently  attempt  to  distort  news  or 
pictures  of  college,  and  particularly  frater- 
nity, acti\ities.  So  be  sure  that  anything  you 
do  reflects  credit  on  the  fraternity  s\'stem 
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in  goneial,  that  it  icllei-ts  credit  on  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon,  and  that  it  reflects  credit  (in 
\()nr  chapter. 

In  this  scries  i)t  horrible  examples,  this 
New  York  publicity  man  cited  some  per- 
fectly innocent  attempts  to  get  pnblicitv  on 
behalf  of  various  fraternity  chapters  around 
tlie  countr\-  and  showed  how  a  lack  of  alert- 
ness and  follow-through  on  the  part  of  those 
chapters  resulted  in  it  being  anything  but 
helpful  to  those  chapters  and  damaging, 
serioush"  damaging,  to  the  whole  fraternit\' 
svstem.  He  particularly  cited  the  matter  of 
sneak  pictures.  If  you  seek  some  contact 
with  a  general  magazine  such  as  Life  or 
Look,  it  would  be  well  to  remember  that 
both  of  those  magazines  have  been  guiltv 
of  apparently  co-operating  with  the  frater- 
nit\-  or  sorority  chapter  that  was  working  out 
some  publicity  scheme  and  then  when  the 
article  actuallv  appeared,  thev  found  that  the 
pictures  that  they  had  \\'orked  hardest  to 
achie\e  were  not  used  at  all.  Instead,  pic- 
tures that  the\'  didn't  even  know  were  being 
taken  were  pla\ed  up  in  an  e.xtravagant 
manner,  deliberately  distorting  the  true  facts. 

These,  of  course,  were  perfectly  innocent 
efforts  to  get  publicity,  but  some  things  that 
fraternities  and  sororities  ha\e  done  are 
purely  stupid.  Particularly  is  it  amazing  the 
niunber  of  fraternities  that  are  willing, 
thinking  that  it  is  good  publicity  and  that  it 
will  attract  them  pledges  and  rushees,  for 
the  ne.xt  season,  to  present  the  rah!  rah!  and 
the  spectacular  phases  of  some  of  the  old, 
outmoded  fraternity  practices,  bums'  day 
and  hobo  parties  and  hillbilly  parties  and 
things  of  the  sort  that,  while  thev  may  be 
innocent  fun  in  themselves  and  can  be  en- 
joyed by  the  chapter,  are  things  that  usually 
make  \"erv  bad  subject  material  for  public- 
ity, and  particularly  photographs.  Some  of 
these  sneak  pictures  that  ha\e  gotten  wide 
distribution  in  the  newspapers  and  in  gen- 
eral magazines  ha\"e  been  taken  at  parties  of 
that  kind,  particularly  hillbilly  or  hobo  par- 
ties where  the  girls'  costumes,  especially, 
miglit  be  scanty,  and  the  photographers, 
particularly  if  they  were  not  chapter  mem- 
bers, would  snap  shots  with  the  deliberate 
intent  and  pui-pose  of  playing  the  se.x  angle 
to  the  extreme. 
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Tiie  lint'  should  be  drawn  this  siile  of 
drinking,  either  the  process  of  showing  stu- 
dents with  glas.ses  in  their  hands  or  the  re- 
sult of  ^drinking  that  might  show  fellows 
with  their  collars  open  and  their  hair  mussed 
and  apparently  bleary-c\cd  or  an\thing  of 
that  kind. 

Secondly,  no  necking  or  reclining  on  sofas 
or  anything  of  that  sort  that  could  be  in 
the  least  distorted. 

And  third,  completely  avoid  leg  art. 

VN'hile  these  remarks  seem  to  ha\e  con- 
centrated heavily  on  the  negative,  as  I  have 
said,  the  first  principle  is  to  avoid  bad  pub- 
licity and  it  comes  entirely  secondary  to 
strive  for  favorable  publicity.  Nevertheless, 
there  are  a  great  many  kinds  of  pictures  that 
fraternities  and  sororities  can  get  into  the 
magazines  and  papers  and  things  that  are 
entirely  newsworthy,  things  that  absolutely 
make  good  and  proper  copy  for  any  news- 
paper. And  it  doesn't  take  a  great  deal  of 
imagination  or  ingenuity  on  the  part  of  chap- 
ters to  think  up  those  things.  Pictures  such- 
as  the  one  of  the  entire  chapter  accompany- 
ing the  house  mother  to  church  on  Mothers' 
Day  constitute  the  finest,  highest  t\pe  of 
publicity,  and  the  newsworthiness  of  the  sub- 
ject is  sure  to  guarantee  acceptance  bv  any 
right-thinking  new.spaper  editor.  That  is 
simply  one  example. 

It  would  seem  to  me  that  if  the  individual 
chapters  don't  already  assign  the  job  of  pub- 
lic relations  to  some  specific  officer  of  the 
organization,  such  as  either  the  historian  or 
the  secretary,  it  would  be  very  wise  for  that 
to  be  done,  and  it  would  even  be  wiser  to 
choose  a  man  in  jomnalism  or  some  related 
activity  to  be  appointed  to  the  job  of  public 
relations  chairman.  In  other  words,  to  estab- 
lish a  public  relations  committee,  just  as 
you  have  a  house-  committee  and  other  de- 
tailed jobs  assigned  to  a  .specific  chairman, 
and  let  it  be  his  job  to  sec  that  your  chapter 
and  your  Fraternity  get  the  proper  recog- 
nition from  the  worthy  achievements  and 
the  worthy  aspects  of  chapter  acti\ity.

tliering  its  advancement  was  accomplished  at 
the  1937  Conclave  held  in  Cle\eland,  Ohio. 
Since  that  time,  except  for  the  war  years,  district 
con\entions  ha\ e  pla\ed  an  e\ er  important  role 
in  the  adxancement  and  improvement  of  our 
Fraternitv. 

To  some  extent  these  affairs  have  been  stand- 
ardized to  insure  each  chapter  approximatel\- 
the  same  benefits.  This  general  standardization 
is  achie\ed,  of  course,  through  the  Central 
Office.  Thj  day  preceding  each  biannual  Grand 
Chapter  Conclave,  the  District  Governors  as- 
semble in  meeting,  and  at  that  time  general 
plans  for  each  district  meeting  are  discussed 
and  ideas  exchanged  between  District  Gov- 
ernors. Each  year  the  Central  Office  supphes 
District  Governors  and  tlieir  assistants  with  sug- 
gested convention  programs  and  general  instRic- 
tions  for  each  host  chapter.  Topics  of  discus- 
sion this  year  will  more  than  likelv  cover  the 
following  fields:  Chapter  Financing,  Rushing 
and  Pledging,  Pledge  Training,  Studv  Schedule 
and  Scholarsliip,  Chapter  House  Management 
and  Administration,  Building  .\lumni  Interest, 
Fraternity  Ideals,  Socialistic  Work,  Social  Pro- 
gram, Internal  Organization,  Officer  Training, 
Interchapter  Relations,  Chapter  Newsletter,  Fra- 
ternitv Relations,  and  Public  Relations.  The 
weekend  program  will  most  likelv  encompass 
four  conference  sessions  Saturday  morning,  Sat- 
urday afternoon,  Saturday  evening,  and  Sunday 
morning.  The  Saturday  evening  sessions  are 
usually  social  functions  of  some  sort  whereby 
men  from  the  various  chapters  will  have  the 
opportunitv  of  meeting  each  other  on  an  in- 
formal basis.  Each  convention  will  end  with 
a  banquet  at  Sundav'  noon  at  which  time  out- 
standing speakers  are  often  invited  from  the  fac- 
ulty of  tlie  school  at  which  the  conv  ention  is 
held. 

Each  host  chapter  is  requested  to  arrange  for 
district  convention  publicity  in  local  and  col- 
lege papers.  It  is  attempted  wherever  possible 
to  have  convention  pictures  taken  to  supplement 
this  publicity.  Through  tliis  medium  an  attempt 
is  made  to  make  the  general  public  aware  that 
we  are  a  national  fraternity  of  some  import,  and 
also  to  impress  this  fact  on  the  various  college 
administrations. 

The  expenses  for  diis  convention,  which  in- 
clude all  travel  expenses,  as  well  as  those  in- 
curred bv  the  host  chapter  are  covered  by  each 
chapter  putting  $25  in  a  common  pool.  During 
the   course  of   each   Convention,   each   chapter

Bv  the  end  of  this  school  year,  100  chapters 
v\ill  have  gathered  in  15  meetings  (8  districts 
are  planning  combined  conventions)  from  one 
end  of  the  country  to  the  other. 

For  those  Journ'.\i.  readers  who  are  not  very 
well  acquainted  widi  the  district  convention 
svstem— each  spring  after  the  annual  election 
at  each  chapter,  two  or  more  men,  preferably 
the  president,  comptroller,  and  pledge  trainer, 
gather  at  one  chapter  within  the  district  under 
the  supervision  of  their  District  Governor,  and 
discuss  chapter  problems,  interchange  ideas, 
and  generallv  become  aware  of  the  truly  na- 
tional scope  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 

The  svstem  of  district  conventions  is  not  new 
to  our  Fraternitv.  It  was  authorized  by  resolu- 
tion at  the  1930  Conclave  held  at  Lake  of  B.iv  s, 
Ontario,  Canada.  Development  of  tliis  vehicle 
was  radier  slow,  but  interest  and  support  fur- 
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submits  a  statement  of  expenses  and  is  reim- 
bursed in  full,  the  Grand  Chapter  co\ering  all 
expenses  not  proxided  for  by  the  pool.  In  addi- 
tion to  diis,  tlie  Grand  Chapter  pays  for  the 
expenses  of  the  District  Go\ernor.  All  alumni 
chapters  pay  their  own  expenses. 

While  these  meetings  are  better  today  tlian 
thev  ha\e  e\er  been  in  the  past,  our  advance- 
ment is  not  absolute  .  .  .  we  must  ever  sti'i\e 
to  make  these  periods  more  beneficial  to  tlie 
acti\ e  and  alumni  chapters  inxolved. 

At  the  1947  Concla\e  it  was  recommended 
that  the  Fraternity  establish  National  Leader- 
ship Schools  for  acti\e  and  alumni  chapter  offi- 
cers. However,  since  that  time  there  has  been 
a  feeling  that  greater  ser\ice  could  be  rendered 
to  the  chapters  if  smaller  segments  of  the  Fra- 
ternity were  organized  so  that  better  instruc- 
tion and  more  discussion  would  evoKe.  It  goes 
without  saying  that  such  a  system  w'ould  greatly 
reduce  expenses,  not  only  to  the  acti\e  and 
alumni  chapters,  but  also  to  the  Grand  Chapter. 
In  short,  some  proposals  that  have  been  con- 
sidered were  in  substance  to  bring  the  Leader- 
ship Schools  to  the  chapters  instead  of  the  chap- 
ters lia\'ing  to  go  to  the  Leadership  Schools. 
If  and  when  this  comes  about  the  following 
changes  will  have  to  be  considered— ( 1 )  a  two- 
day  comention,  instead  of  the  present  one  and 
one-half  days'  comention.  ( 2 )  Central  Office 
instruction  for  one  full  day,  discussion  groups 
held  the  second  day.  (3)  Each  convention 
would  have  to  be  the  combination  of  two  or 
more  districts  to  insure  proper  coverage. 

I  feel  tliat  this  improved  district  con\ention 
program  is  worth  considering  and  in  the  futnre 
when  it  is  deemed  ad\isab!e,  we  should  b\' 
all  means  embark  upon  it.

\n  assistant  District  Goxemor  has  been  as- 
signed to  District  XVIII,  whose  governor  is  Paul 
B.  Slater,  California  Beta,  '28.  He  is  Robert 
Lewis  Ray,  IlUnois  Alpha,  '44-Missouri  Gamma,

This  district  embraces  the  acti\e  chapters  at 
California,  Southern  California,  Santa  Barbara, 
San  Diego,  as  well  as  alumni  chapters  at  Berke- 
ley, Los  Angeles,  San  Diego,  and  alumni  asso- 
ciations at  Santa  Barbara,  Riverside,  Sacra- 
mento, San  Joaquin  Valley,  and  Santa  Clara 
Valley.

There  is  an  old  storv  about  the  farmer  who 
was  continually  losing  )oung  pigs  from  his  sty 
and  was  perplexed  as  to  where  they  went. 
Finally  in  order  to  soKe  the  mystery  the  fanner 
remained  awake  one  night  and  before  long 
heard  the  squealing  of  a  young  porker.  He  ran 
out  and  found  his  lured  hand  preparing  for  a 
feast  of  roast  pig.  The  farmer  naturally  threat- 
ened reprisal  but  before  he  could  have  the 
hired  hand  arrested  he  had  to  contend  with  this 
logic:    "Boss   this  is  your  pig,  ain't  it?" 

"Yes." 

"And  I'm  your  hired  hand,  ain't  I?" 

"Yes." 

"Well  then  vou  ain't  lost  nothin'— you  jest 
have  less  pig  and  more  hired  hand." 

That  was  the  example  lesson  given  us  by 
Founder  Carter  Ashton  Jenkens:  individual  chap- 
ters should  become  less  self  and  more  Sig  Ep, 

Speaking  Sunday,  Februar)'  26,  at  the  initia- 
tion banquet  of  15  new  members,  before  the  rest 
of  the  active  chapter  and  alumni.  Founder  Car- 
ter Ashton  Jenkens'  talk  culminated  the  finest 
winter  homecoming  weekend  witnessed  by  the 
present  members  of  the  chapter. 

Here  at  Ohio  Wesleyan  university  the  15 
fraternities  do  their  rushing  in  the  fall  before 
registration  day  and  then  have  a  winter  home- 


coming weekend  in  February  at  which  time  they 
hold  their  initiations. 

In  the  last  three  years  and  at  the  last  two 
Conclaves  a  large  number  of  Sig  Eps  have  heard 
Founder  Jenkens  give  his  talks  and  reveal  an 
interpretation  that  goes  beyond  the  scope  of  the 
Ritual. 

We  at  Ohio  Epsilon  have  long  felt  that  one 
of  the  biggest  favors  a  chapter  can  do  for  a  new 
initiate  is  to  give  him  a  meaningful  initiation. 
It  is  one  of  the  ways  in  which  the  neophyte 
can  behold  our  Fraternity  as  a  total  picture  in 
a  perspective  that  encompasses  all  the  things 
that  contribute  to  the  whole. 

It  was  that  goal  of  trying  to  impart  to  tlie 
chapter  the  experiences  we  shared  at  the  Chi- 
cago Conclave  that  the  four  of  us  from  this 
chapter  who  attended  ( Bob  Burt,  Bob  Harnden. 
Bill  Moore,  and  myself)  decided  upon  getting 
one  of  the  National  Fraternity's  chief  inspirers 
to  be  with  us  for  our  initiation. 

We  were  fortunate,  for  Founder  Jenkens  not 
only  gave  the  new  initiates  a  memorable  experi- 
ence but  gave  tlie  active  chapter  and  alumni 
something  beyond  the  ordinary  concept  of  fra- 
ternalism. 

While  using  the  theme  "Become  more  Sig 
Ep   and   less   of   self"   Founder  Jenkens   illus- 
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trated  what  could  be  expected  and  wliat  could 
he  done  in  that  light.  Speaking  in  his  powerfullv 
dramatic  \oiee  we  were  tokl  that  tlie  peace  of 
tlie  world  could  he  attained  through  universal 
adoption  of  the  priuci|)les  of  Sig  Ep  and  tlie 
challenge  was  put  directly  before  exeryone  with 
tlie  declaration  that  we  had  the  opportunity  in 
our  hands  to  develop  and  follow  the  great  prin- 
ciples. As  his  final  thought  he  told  the  story 
of  the  old  stone  carver  who  created  a  carving 
of  his  wife  that  seemed  beyond  comprehension. 
When  sonic  one  asked  how  it  was  done  he  was 
told,  "Loxe  did  that." 

It  would  be   difficult  to  measure  the  value 
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of  the  banquet  talk  and  the  reading  of  the 
interpretation  without  mentioning  the  fact  that 
Founder  Jenkens  arrived  Saturday  and  left  Mon- 
day wliich  left  lime  for  plenty  of  individual 
bull  sessions  about  Sig  Ep,  its  policies,  problems 
and  things  in  general. 

We  are  grateful,  indeed,  for  our  Founders' 
visit  with  us  and  should  like  to  commend  such 
a  program  to  other  chapters.  We  will  certainly 
be  inspired  to  better  performance  for  having 
had  .someone  visit  with  us  to  talk  to  us  who 
sees  "the  whole  picture"  and  to  tell  us  what  he 
sees  so  magically  and  effectively  that  we  see 
it  also  and  are  thereby  highly  encouraged.

Rushing  is  the  life  blood  of  a  fraternity.  We 
here  at  N.Y.  Alpha  have  injected  a  transfusion 
into  our  rusliing  program,  and  have  divided  it 
into  four  phases: 

Get  Acquainted 

When  a  rushee  visits  the  house  for  the  first 
time,  he  begins  the  "get  accjuainted"  phase 
by  being  welcomed  into  a  friendly  atmosphere 
of  infonual  introductions  and  bull  sessions.  Dur- 
ing this  phase  every  brother  assumes  the  indi- 


vidual responsibility  of  meeting  the  rushee  and 
becoming  acquainted  with  him.  The  highlight 
of  this  phase  is  a  "Cook's  tour"  of  tlie  house. 

Comptroller's  Phase 

The  main  feature  of  the  second  phase  is  the 
Comptroller's  Committee.  The  committee  is 
made  up  of  three  brothers  who  explain  the 
finances  of  the  house  to  each  rushee.  They  meet 
in  the  study  rooms  in  an  infonual  atmosphere 
and  discuss  the  financial  expenses  involved.

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Interviewing    Committee 


The  third  phase  is  the  most  important  to 
both  rushee  and  brother.  The  main  feature  is 
the  Interx  iewing  Committee  which  is  conducted 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  Comptroller's  Com- 
mittee. 

The  rushees  are  assigned  to  committee  before 
they  arrive  to  prevent  a  rushee  from  visiting 
more  than  one  conunittee.  A  brother  quietly 
invites  the  rushee  to  join  some  friends  up- 
stairs. He  is  taJcen  into  the  informal  atmosphere 
of  the  committee  and  bv  means  of  a  con\er- 
sational  approach,  the  committee  learns  as 
much  as  possible  about  the  rushee. 

The  committee  attempts  to  leam  his  high 
school  acti\ities,  what  he  does  summers,  his 
off-campus  interests,  liis  college  interests  and 
acti\ities,  his  academic  standing,  his  age,  home- 
town, college,  and  major. 

The  chairman  then  outUnes  the  requirements 
which  are  expected  of  the  pledge  during  his 
training  period.  Here,  also,  the  rushee  is  en- 
couraged to  question  the  committee  on  any 
phase  of  the  fratemit\-  he  does  not  fully  under- 
stand. 

Here  the  chairman  of  the  committee  asks  the 
rushee  three  main  questions: 

1.  Why  do  you  want  to  join  a  fratemit\?

2.  What  can  vou  contribute  to  the  frater- 
nity? 

3.  Do  you  think  you  can  afford  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon   both    financially   and   academically? 

Hash 

During  hash,  we  take  the  rushees  in  the  order 
of  their  arri\  al.  The  first  name  is  read  off  by 
the  rusliing  chairman  and  the  floor  is  open  to 
individual  comment  from  tlie  brothers.  Then 
the  rushing  chairman  calls  for  the  interviewing 
committee  report.  The  chairman  gi\es  an  over- 
all report  and  then  each  member  of  the  c-oni- 
mittee  gi\es  his  personal  \iews  and  comments. 
The  brothers  ask  the  committee  anv  questions 
regarding  the  rushee  and  the  committee  mem- 
bers attempt  to  clear  up  the  difficulty.  When 
aU  questions  have  been  answered,  a  final  \ote 
is  taken  and  the  ne.\t  rushee  is  discussed  in  the 
same  maimer. 

Jim  Skopas,  '50,  instituted  the  committee  sys- 
tem two  \ears  ago  and  the  house  is  well  satis- 
fied with  the  results  of  the  committee  system. 
The  chapter  feels  that  the  committee  svstem  of 
rushing  has  aided  us  greatly  in  selecting  pledges 
who  have  tlie  ideals,  \iews,  Ukes  and  dishkes, 
similar  to  our  own,  and  in  selecting  men  whom 
we,  in  the  future,  can  take  pride  in  calling 
brother.

actives  are  thinking  of  finishing  their  examina- 
tions and  getting  their  degrees,  or  of  getting 
off  home,  so,  in  the  rush  of  things,  httle  thought 
is  gi\en  to  orderlv  "stowing  of  their  gear"  for 
next  year,  or  of  lea\ing  the  room,  to  which 
thev  do  not  e.vpect  to  return,  in  clean  and  neat 
order  for  "the  next  brother,"  and,  in  general 
there  is  an  entire  'let  down"  as  to  the  care  and 
appearance  of  the  house,  the  attitude  being— 
"Let  George  do  it." 

The  result  is  that,  on  far  too  many  campuses, 
the  house  is  left  in  such  deplorable  condition 
that  along  about  the  first  part. of  September, 
when  the  \ie\\point  is  tliat  of  going  back  for 
the  fall  semester,  a  few  of  the  bo)  s  begin  to 
think  about  how  the  house  looked  when  they 
left  it,  and  thev  would  hate  to  ha\'e  the  boys 
come  back  to  that,  often,  almost  a  wreck,  so 
they  hie  themsehes  back  and  find  that  their 
expectations  are  far  exceeded  b\'  tlie  realit)'  of 
tlie  situation  so  they  "strip  off,"  get  to  work 
on  it  and,  even  after  a  week  or  two,  it  is 
not  too  presentable,  but  does  give  the  irre- 
sponsible bo\"s  coming  back  a  sort  of  comfort 
that  the  m\-thical  "George"  did  turn  out  to 
be  an  actuahtv'. 

In  the  meantime,  howe\er,  what  about  the 
iilunini  from  that  chapter,  or  a  touring  alumni 
from  another  chapter,  and  is  in  town  with  his 
friends,  or  his  family,  or  his  son  or  daughter. 


and  suddenly  recalls  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  has  a 
chapter  there?  Filled  with  "the  old  fraternit\ 
spirit,"  he  proudly  visits  the  house  there.  He  is 
nonplussed— the  place  not  only  looks  like  a 
wreck,  but  is  littered,  even  out  on  the  front 
porch,  with  cans,  bottles,  an  old  mop  or  twn; 
when  he  goes  inside,  he  finds  "as  llwy  com- 
plain to  me"  that,  apparently,  it  had  not  been 
swept  for  a  long  time  before  the  "dear  brothers " 
departed,  papers,  various  portions  of  clotliiui,', 
old  shoes,  etc.  are  strewn  around,  etc.,  and  the 
bathrooms  and  back  steps  and  kitchen  arc  tlic 
most  revolting  of  all.  .And  by  that  time  he  is 
so  ashamed  that  he  can  only  say  in  a  chagrined 
and  anguished  sotto  voce:  'Well,  I  am  so  .sorry  I 
brought  you  out  to  this;  I  don't  know  what  the 
hoys  are  coming  to;  it  wasn't  this  way  when  I 
was  in  college,"  but  he  knows  "maybe  it  was," 
but  it  didn  t  look  so  bad  then,  because  he 
didn't  go  back  during  the  summer  to  see  how 
it  looked,  and  probably  when  he  went  back 
in  the  fall  "Good  Old  George"  had  been  there 
Ijefore  him.

.^ND  PRESENTABLE  at  all  timcs,  SO  will  the  presi- 
dents of  our  chapters  throughout  the  land  at 
once  appoint  committees  with  a  responsible 
chairman,  such  as  the  comptroller,  president, 
or  some  other  responsible  officer  who  has  a  duty 
and  a  care  for  the  condition  of  the  house? 
Put  the  cost  in  your  budget,  then  tell  the  alumni 
of  your  chapter  about  it,  and  I  am  sure  they  will 
help  out  financially  and  otherwise,  too,  per- 
haps, putting  a  man  or  two  on  your  committee 
with  you.  And  also  it  is  suggested  that  there 
be  at  all  times  a  card  on  or  near  the  front 
door  where  there  shall  be  at  least  two  names 
of  nearby  men,  acti\es  or  alumni,  and  their 
addresses  and  phone  numbers  at  which  most 
quickly  reached,  who  may  be  called,  in  an 
emergency  or  by  such  \isitors,  when  the  house 
is  closed.  Let's  get  right  on  the  ball— with  this 
worthy  suggestion  that  our  rightfully  complain- 
ing members  have  communicated  to  me.

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PI  Kappa  Alpha  has  taken  the  lead  in  its 
efforts  to  ha\e  hell  week  completely  elimi- 
nated from  the  fraternity  s)stem.  Their  owii 
laws,  written  by  undergraduate  delegates  to 
their  National  conventions,  forbid  participation 
in  hell  week.  The  fraternity's  policy  regarding 
drinking  is,  "Where  drinking  is  forbidden  b)- 
your  school,  \our  fraternity  likewise  forbids 
drinking." 

The  Scroll  of  Phi  Delta  Theta  describes  the 
mores  at  Indiana  University  in  1870  as  follows: 
"The  old  buildings  around  the  square  had  been 
constructed  prior  to  the  days  of  inside  plmiib- 
ing  and  landlords  were  unwilling  to  do  costly 
remodeling  for  the  uncertain  income  from  their 
student  tenants.  Hence  a  problem  arose  on  the 
occasion  of  dances  at  tlie  hall.  There  were  two 
small  dressing  rooms,  one  reser\ed  for  the  girls. 
Just  before  a  dance  the  freslmien  placed  in  the 
girls'  dressing  room  two  porcelain  \essels,  collo- 
quially designated  as  'thunder  mugs.'  The  lid  of 
each  vessel  was  covered  by  a  knitted  co\er  to 
deaden  the  sound  of  rattling  porcelain.  .  .  .  The 
morning  after  dance,  the  freshmen  returned  to 
the  hall,  carried  the  'thunder  mugs'  to  the 
street  below  and  emptied  them  into  the  gutter." 

The  University  of  Ilhnois  publication,  1949-50 
Handbook  of  Student  Housing,  informs  us  that, 


"Damn  these  pledge  trips!  You'd  think 
the  Nalional  Iiiterfrateriiity  Conference 
would      be      able      to      do      something." 


"Each  student  has  a  single  bed  at  least  36,  but 
preferably  39,  inches  wide  for  his  individual  use. 
.\ccording  to  healtli  authorities,  double-deck 
beds  are  not  considered  desirable  because  they 
favor  moutli  spray  infection." 

Life's  long  promised  fraternity  coverage  ( Life, 
February  6,  1950,  pp.  86-98)  finally  came  off 
tlie  press.  The  photography  by  Leonard  Mc- 
Combe  was  e.xceUent,  and  now  all  of  Life's 
readers  can  claim  this  knowledge,  "A  booming 
noisv  organization  of  150,000  college  men  dat- 
ing back  to  1776  ( Phi  Beta  Kappa,  then  a  social 
fraternity)  pecuhar  to  the  U.  S.  Its  interfra- 
temity  conference,  the  58  national  Greek  letter 
fraternities,  now  ha\e  2,786  chapters  on  about 
250  campuses  and  own  2,100  houses  worth 
some  $100  million." 

What  a  spread  Sigma  Chi  got.  It  started  widi 
Sig  Chi's  new  chapter  at  Westminster  College, 
Fulton,  Mo.  and  ended  up  with  none  otlier 
tlian  L.  G.  Balfour,  die  jewelr)-  man.  About  the 
time  this  feature  broke  in  Life  it  was  learned 
that  Sigma  Chi  plans  to  move  its  headquarters 
to  Evanston,  111.  The  story  is  that  the  fraternity 
has  purchased  an  old  estate  along  Lake  Michi- 
gan and  plans  to  remodel  it  for  a  headquarters 
building. 

The  editors  had  originally  intended  to  include 
all  members  of  N.I.C.  but  were  unable  to  get 
permission  to  use  a  number  of  fraternities' 
insignia  or  to  obtain  certain  vital  facts.  The  last 
information  was  that  the\'  had  decided  to  con- 
centrate on  Sigma  Clii  as  typical,  but  they  re- 
fused all  offers  of  co-operation  and  based  the 
article  on  dieir  owti  investigations. 

Mrs.  Gleim  Frank,  perhaps  one  of  the  coun- 
try's most  vocal  critics  of  the  sororit)'-fraternity 
system,  has  sold  another  magazine  article,  this 
time  to  Pageant  (Februarv',  1950)  entided, 
"Citadels  of  Snobber)'."  The  article  is  principally 
concerned  with  the  discrimination  issue  and  the 
psychic  scars  which  Mrs.  Frank  belie\es  are  left 
on  the  personalities  of  tlie  unchosen. 

"Public  relations  are  moulded  by  what  we  do 
rather  tlian  by  what  we  say.  It  is  consequently 
hoped  diat  our  members  will  turn  their  attention 
to  constructive  programs,  not  of  what  tliey 
belie\e,  but  of  what  they  wOl  do,  individually 
and  collectively,  to  demonstrate  to  the  public 
the  real  character  of  the  college  fraternity  and 
the  spirit  which  dominates  it."— National  Inter- 
fraternity   Conference   Yearbook    (1946). 
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SIGMA  PHI   EPSILON  JOURNAL 

Sisjiiia  Alpha  Epsilon  can  claim  the  greatest 
number  of  members  listed  in  the  19-18-49  edition 
of  ^V/io's  Mho  in  American  Colleges  and  Uni- 
versities. The  fraternity  had  99  ( including  two 
Rhodes  Scholars)  members  while  Kappa  Sigma 
was  next  with  80.  Sigma  Chi  was  listed  in  third 
place  with  67  members. 

A  fraternity  installation  ofBcer  offered  this 
piece  of  wisdom,  "Life  is  the  real  school,  the 
most  worth-while  school,  and  the  best  education 
is  the  one  that  fits  us  to  meet  life  on  its  own 
tenns  and  bend  it  to  our  purpose.  The  close 
union  of  fraternity  brothers,  alumni  members, 
and  campus  associates  is  a  union  which  is  syni- 
bohc  and  in  this  is  represented  the  goal  we  seek 
to  attain  of  social  responsibility  and  scholar- 
ship." 

Phi  Gamma  Delta's  total  of.  19  actiye  college 
presidents  can  only  be  matched  by  Sigma  Chi; 
howe\  er,  the  Fijis  are  able  to  boast  of  29  mem- 
bers who  ser\'ed  as  past  (college)  president, 
while  Sigma  Chi  can  muster  but  14  who  are 
ehgible  to  be  so  classed. 

1949-50  marks  the  40th  anniversary  of 
Lambda  Chi  .'Mpha  fraternitj'.  This  fraternity 
was  founded  when  fi\e  of  its  competitors  had 
rounded  out  at  least  75  years  of  existence.  A 
spokesman  for  the  fraternity  said,  "We  are  not 
without  traditions,  but  we  do  not  live  for  them, 
and  as  a  result  we  face  the  future,  after  40  years 
of  existence,  unafraid  and  with  our  heads  held 
high."  Lambda  Chi  Alpha,  now  almost  50,000 
strong,  is  represented  by  133  chapters. 

Instead  of  hell  week,  a  work  week  was  carried 
out  by  pledges  of  Phi  Sigma  Delta  at  Penn 
State.  Bjgeest  project  was  painting  the  kitchen 
at  the  Bellefonte  Hospital,  a  project  which 
brought  fa\orabIe  publicity'  to  the  chapter. 

Lou  Boudreau,  the  plajing  manager  of  the 
Cleveland  Indians  Baseball  Club,  recently 
turned  author  and  produced  the  story  of  his 
life  in  collaboration  with  Ed  Fitzgerald.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  Lou's  book.  Player -Manager,  is 
presently  rated  the  best  work  of  its  kind.  Bou- 
dreau is  a  graduate  of  the  Uni\'ersity  of  Illinois 
and  a  member  of  Phi   Sigma  Kappa. 

The  president  of  a  very  strong  national  fra- 
ternity insists  that.  "An  alumni  association  must 
have  an  object.  If  it  has  none,  it  is  a  failure  in 
adxance.  Suppose  tliere  is  no  local  chapter  to  be 
watched;  there  is  an  endowment  fund  to  be 
contributed  to.  Suppose  the  members  are  pay- 
ing in  all  they  can  afford  to  their  old  chapter's 
funds.  There  are  boys  entering  college  who  can 
be  sought  out  and  told  of  the  way  they  should 
go.  There  are  duties  enough  to  be  done  if  only 
the  association  will  look  about  and  find  them." 
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Coach  of  the  year.  Bud  Wilkinson,  Okla- 
homa's great  football  mentor,  is  a  Psi  U.

What  a  record!  I  was  present  at  the  birth 
of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  very  first  chapter- 
Virginia  Alpha  in  1901— and  now  1  am  privi- 
leged to  greet  and  congratulate  chapter  One 
Hundred  of  Sigma  Phi  EpsiJon—Utah  Beta, 
1950. 

I  wonder  if  such  achievement  can  be 
matched  in  tlie  fraternity  world— 100  chap- 
ters in  49  years!  Surely  we  are  proud  of  our 
accomplishment  and  we  are  grateful  to  our 
tuitionul  officers  and  all  members  whose  dili- 
gent, loyal,  devoted,  and  persistent  efforts 
through  the  long  years  have  made  possible 
our  notable  progress.  We  heartily  say:  "Well 
done,  faithful  brothers." 

But  at  this  point  in  our  history  it  may  he 
well  for  us  to  pause  awhile  and  take  stock 
before  we  venture  upon  further  expatision. 
We  should  feel  that  it  is  just  as  important 
to  conserve  and  develop  what  we  have  as  it 
is  to  try  to  secure  what  we  do  not  yet  have.

Choking  from  tlie  intense  smoke,  Indiana 
Alphas  Palmer  Sabilia  awoke  February  17  to 
find  clouds  of  smoke  puffing  up  from  the  floor 
of  the  great  hall. 

Sabu,  almost  alone  in  tlie  house  at  8:10, 
rushed  to  the  cellar  and  crawled  though  a  hole 
leading  under  the  creat  liall  floor.  Flames  roared

40  feet  from  him.  Thinking  only  of  Indiana 
Alpha  and  his  brothers,  Sabu,  armed  with  a  fire 
extinguisher  and  a  flashlight,  fought  his  way 
bravely  toward  the  fire.  Forced  to  crawl  on  his 
stomach  because  of  the  low  clearance,  he  ap- 
proached the  blaze  steadily,  but  at  last  had  to 
retreat  when  the  flames  and  smoke  almost  col- 
lapsed him. 

West  Lafayette's  fire  department  came  to  the 
scene  within  a  few  minutes.  Holes  chopped  in 
tlie  floor  rocketed  the  flames  into  the  room,  but 
the  firemen,  who  strung  hose  through  the  side 
porch,  the  kitchen,  and  the  card  room,  soon 
brought  the  fire  under  control.  One  firefighter, 
coughing,  tears  running  from  his  eyes,  staggered 
out  of  the  smoke.  His  first  words  shocked 
Sabilia:    "Si    (cough),   got   a   cigarette?" 

The  affair  broke  up  and  the  crowd  dispersed 
at  9:4.5,  forty-five  minutes  after  the  last  ember 
stopped  glowing,  with  the  departure  of  the  two 
fire  engines. 

Chaired  floor  beams,  a  disheveled  floor,  burnt 
wiring,  and  smoke-permeated  nigs,  drapes,  and 
clothes  filled  the  damage  list.  .\.n  insurance 
policy  completely  co\  ered  the  loss;  the  following 
day,  the  Lafayette  contractors  began  operations: 
rewiring,  repacking  the  steam  pipes,  repair  of 
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the  fli)or  including  a  complete  refinishing,  paint- 
ing of  the  downstairs— both  the  walls  and  the 
ceiling,  replacement  of  the  fireplace,  and  the 
cleaning  of  all  smoke-damaged  drapes,  rugs,  and 
clothes. 

Chapter  memories  flew  back  to  1916— the 
most  tragic  year  in  the  history  of  Indiana  Alpha. 
February  16,  1916,  the  brotliers  awoke  at  4:00 
A.M.  to  find  the  house  a  mass  of  flames.  Escap- 
ing down  the  fire  escape,  the  men  stood  by, 
helplessly  watching  the  fire  consvmie  everything 
they  owned.  Indiana  Alpha  came  through  that 
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enormous  loss,  initiating  the  plan  of  finance  now 
in  use  in  all  chapters  and  successfully  fighting 
its  way  back  to  the  top  of  Purdue  fraternities. 

An  award  from  the  neophytes  surprised  Sabu 
that  night.  The  pledges  presented  Si  with  a 
tremendous  badge— the  Boy  Forresters  Pabst 
Blue  Ribbon  of  Bravery! 

An  interesting  sidelight  was  an  unopened 
letter  found  behind  the  dismantled  fireplace 
dated  December  20,  1939.  The  sealed  envelope, 
probably  a  Christmas  card,  left  with  the  after- 
noon mail.

He  has  served  the 
Y.M.C.A.  on  its  cabinet  as  director  of  the  Fresh- 
man Camp.  He  has  been  pledge-master  and 
alumni  secretary  of  the  .\lpha  Phi  Omega  serv- 
ice fraternity.  He  was  elected  to  the  Student- 
Faculty  Council  and  appointed  chairman  of  the 
important  complaints  committee.  He  is  active  in 
the  Student  Religious  Council  and  served  for 
two  years  as  Miami  Community  Chest  Captain. 
With  all  these  activities,  he  has  been  his  chap- 
ter's outstanding  scholar  and  received  the  Clif- 
ford B.  Scott  Key. 

Rollin  Prather 

Rolhn  "Tiny "  Prather,  Kansas  Beta,  has  cli- 
maxed his  college  football  career  with  an  honor 
that  hasn't  been  equaled  for  several  years  at 
Kansas  State.  The  rugged  tackle  played  for  the 
West  team  in  the  annual  East-\\'est  Shrine  tilt 
in  San  Francisco,  December  31.  Big  "Prath" 
saw  a  lot  of  action  and  made  more  than  his 
share  of  tackles.  He  was  plaving  opposite  Notre 
Dame's  great  all-American,  Leon  Hart.  The  last 
K-Stater  to  win  such  an  honor  on  the  gridiron 
was  Ralph  Graham,  present  Wildcat  mentor, 
and  Kansas  Beta  Sig  Ep  of  the  19.30-1934  era. 
Coach  Graham  was  then  a  hard  running  full- 
back for  the  Purple  and  White  and  played  for 
the  West  team  in  the  1934  Shrine  classic. 
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When  "Tiny"  Prather  brought  liis  6  feet  5 
inches  and  220  pounds  to  K-State  in  1946  he 
lacked  only  experience.  The  Eureka  High  School 
athlete  had  been  a  standout  in  high  school 
athletics,  but  his  best  performances  had  been 
in  track.  He  set  a  Kansas  high  school  record 
for  the  discus,  set  another  discus  record  in  the 
Eureka  regionals  and  broke  the  old  shot  marks 
in  the  Fredonia  Relays  and  Tri-V'alley  League. 

"Tiny"  was  back  for  his  third  year  when 
Coach  Graham  took  o\er.  The  rugged  end  had 
gained  enough  e.xperience  to  last  his  college 
days  and  spent  more  time  in  the  opposition's 
backfield  than  anywhere  else.  His  outstanding 
line  work  nioyed  Coach  Graham  to  say,  "He  is 
the    best   defensiye   end    I  \e   coached." 

This  year  Prather  took  o\er  a  tackle  position 
on  the  "glamour-lacking"  defensi\e  platoon.  He 
repeatedly  broke  up  the  opposition's  offense 
with  jarring  tackles.  In  the  Oklahoma  game  he 
got  back  to  his  old  offensiye  end  position  for 
se\eral  plays  and  took  a  pass  from  Dana  At- 
kins for  one  of  the  longest  gains  State  made. 

A  serious  tooth  infection  endangered  his  life 
seriously  late  last  summer,  but  he  was  out  of 
the  hospital  in  time  to  play  his  best  season 
for  the  Wildcats. 

"Tiny "  hasn't  been  content  to  rest  on  his 
football  laurels.  He  has  put  Kansas  State's  name 
on  top  of  the  track  field.  In  1947  and  1948  he 
was  named  on  the  All-American  track  squad 
for  his  work  with  the  discus.  He  was  preceded 
in  this  honor  by  Charles  Socolofsky,  Wildcat 
discus  tosser  of  the  late  '30's  and  Elmer  "One- 
man-gang"  Hackney,  K-State's  shotput  star  of 
1940. 

Prather  holds  four  Big  Seyen  Conference  rec- 
ords and  one  national  title.  He  won  the  Henry 
Shulte  Memorial  Award  for  outstanding  athlete 
in  the  1948  Big  Seven  Conference  track  meet 
and  was  individual  high  scorer  in  the  1947 
and   1949  Texas  Relays^

At  the  last  two  Conclaves  this  matter  has  been  considered 

and  it  has   been   decided  that   Sigma  Phi  Epsilon   should 

encourage  its  alumni  and  active  members  to  contribute  their  time,  energy,  and  money  to 

the  support  of  already  established  camps  for  underprivileged  boys  which  are  being  operated 

by  the  alumni  and  students  of  various  universities  and  colleges  throughout  the  country. 

It  was!  felt  that  since  we  are  an  organization  composed  of  college  men,  our  support 

should  be  given  to  underprivileged  boys'  camps  run  by  alumni  and  generally  staffed  by 

volunteer  undergraduate  counselors. 

To  aid  in  this  undertaking  our  Executive  Committee  has  authorized  the  establishment 
of  a  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Camp  Fund  to  which  all  Sig  Eps  are  to  be  encouraged  to  contribute 
aimually  a  dollar  or  more  if  they  so  desire.  The  operation  of  this  fund  will  be  carried 
on  by  the  Central  Office  Staff  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  all 
expenses  incurred  in  the  collection  of  contributions  will  be  paid  for  by  the  Grand  Chapter 
as  its  share  of  this  program.  Thus  every  dollar  contributed  each  year  will  be  used  100 
per  cent  for  sending  underprivileged  boys  to  camp.  Nothing  will  be  taken  out  for  expenses. 

As  time  is  short  and  this  is  entirelv  a  new  undertaking  for  our  organization  we  propose 
to  use  all  money  contributed  this  spring  to  send,  for  approximately  ten-day  periods,  as  many 
worthy  boys  as  possible  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Camp  for  Boys  at  Green 
Lane,  Pa.  This  camp  is  operated  by  the  Christian  Association  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  and  is  staffed  by  alumni  and  undergraduates  of  this  institution.  The  boys 
will  be  selected  by  various  settlement  houses  and  neighborhood  aid  societies  of  Philadelphia. 
The  reason  why  we  have  picked  this  camp  in  which  to  start  our  program  is  because  many 
Sig  Eps  including  your  Grand  Secretary  are  very  familiar  with  its  operation  and  have 
served  there  through  the  years  as  volunteer  counselors.  In  fact,  not  so  long  ago  two  Sig  Eps, 
Stewart  W.  Smyth,  Penn  Delta  "42  and  Warren  H.  Treston,  Penn  Delta  '42  lost  their  lives 
there  while  engaged  in  this  worthwhile  work  and  we  feel  that  this  project  could  also 
ser\'e  as  a  fitting  memorial  to  their  memory.
